The school is dedicated to 
Informing the public about 
communist theory and prac­ 
tice so that they can combat 
the Soviet-inspired conspiracy 

'against American institutions.
A large enrollment of resi­ 

dents in the Los Angeles area 
is anticipated according to the 
Christian Anti-Communism 
Crusade, a non-profit, non-sec­ 
tarian organization sponsoring 
the school.

An added attraction will be 
"Youth Day" on Wednesday. 
Hoping to prepare young citi­ 
zens to recognize communist 
techniques, the school will ad­ 
mit students free to afternoon 
and evening sessions.

Five daily sessions will be

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Grand Jury Handed D. A 
Case on Baby Market Ring

Complaints that a black mar­ 
ket ring in babies is operating 
in Southern California were 
presented Thursday to the 
Criminal Complaints Commit­ 
tee of the Grand Jury, District 
Attorney William B. McKesson 
said.

"If babies are being sold just 
like an inanimate commodity, 
my office is certainly concern­ 
ed. Human lives are involved 
here and we intend to see these 
babies are afforded every pro­ 
tection of the law."

THE DISTRICT Attorney 
said preliminary reports indi­ 
cate baby selling may have 
reached widespread propor­ 
tions in California. The babies, 
born in California, are sold to 
families in other states, the re­ 
ports indicate.

"The practices described In 
these reports raise the ques­ 
tion of whether the fees of 
from $2,500 to as high as 
$7,500, supposedly paid for 
professional services to doctors 
and lawyers, instead actually 
constitute a black market oper-

alion dealing in babies."

MCKESSON said there is ap­ 
parently no legal restriction on 
a mother wishing to place a 
child as long as she deals with 
the adoptive parents and does 
not permit the transaction to 
be handled by an intermediary.

"When, however, persons 
make a practice of acting as 
intermediaries between the un­ 
wed mother and the prospec­ 
tive adoption parents then the 
matter calls for official cogni­ 
zance," he said.

THE DISTRICT Attorney ob­ 
served that persons acting as 
"finding agencies" may be do­ 
ing so without a permission li­ 
cense. "This makes it a matter 
of public concern that should 
go to the Grand Jury," he said.
